The Citty cleted 16.Commitrties to whom the managing of the whole buſineſſe was abſolutely re- 
ferred: of which number 4. were Aldermen, the other 12. Commoners, viz. one out of cach ofthe12: 


Companies. Other Committies were allo appointed asouer-ſeers and ſurueyors of the worke. Fare wel. 
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
